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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 23-45 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The cited 
prior arts fail to disclose or suggest a coating material comprising: (C) at least one 
electrical conductive pigment in an amount to provide wieldable to a coating prepared 
from the coating material in a coil coating process in combination with (A) at least one 
polyester selected from the group consisting of aliphatic, araliphatic and aromatic 
polyesters having an acid number of < 10 mg KOH/g, a hydroxyl number of from 30 to 
200 mg KOH/g, and a number-average molecular weight Mn of between 1000 and 5000 
daltons, and (B) as crosslinking agent at least two amino-containing resins of different 
reactivity.
